WILMINGTON - As the Town 
of Wilmington weighs the pros 
and cons of its existing recy- 
cling center, the closure of the 
facility remains a possibility. 

The Recycling Center has had 
its share of controversy recent- 
ly. - For example, items not 
appropriate for disposal are 
frequently dropped at the site, 
which maintains a composting 
center for grass and leaf dis- 
posal to benefit Wilmington res- 
idents. Residents in the area of 
the center have also com- 
plained recently about the facil- 
ity’s odor. Furthermore, it 
seems that residents of neigh- 
boring towns have been using 
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the center because their com- 
munities have responded to 
financial difficulties by closing 
their own facilities. 

Wilmington’s Recycling 
Center, located at Old Main 
Street on the Woburn line, 
accepts grass, leaves, and 
brush from Wilmington resi- 
dents. Its current hours of 
operation are from 8 a.m. to 2 
P.m. on weekdays, 9 a.m. to 4 
p.m. on Saturdays, and 9 a.m. 
to 4 p.m. on the first and third 
Sunday of every month. 

“Other towns have stopped 
their recycling centers and we

WILMINGTON - Land abut- 
ting the Wilmington Memorial 
Library may end up being 
available for the town to pur- 
chase. 

In August, Selectman Frank 
West suggested that at least one 
of the library’s immediate 
neighbors would be interested 
in selling his property to the 
town for the purpose of building 
a new facility. The Board of 
Selectmen directed Town 
Manager Michael Caira to send 
letters to the owners of 171 
Middlesex Avenue and 183 
Middlesex Avenue inquiring as 
to whether they might be 
inclined to sell their property to 
the town. 

Similar letters were issued by 
Caira in 2002. 

The owner of the property at 
183 Middlesex Avenue has 
responded to the most recent 
inquiry, indicating no desire to 
sell the property in the foresee- 
able future. 

Caira received a more promis- 
ing response from the second 
individual. 

William Gardiner, an attorney 
with the Boston law firm of 
Brodigan And Gardiner, LLP, 
wrote that his client, Paul 
Kane, the owner of 183 
Middlesex Avenue, would be 
open to discussions i 
the possible sale of that proper- 


ty. 

“My client would be interested 
in exploring the possibility of 
selling the property to the town 
at fair market value,” Attorney 
Gardiner wrote. 

Selectmen Chairman Michael 
McCoy expressed concern that 
Mr. Kane would sell his proper-

McCoy would like to see the 
town pursue the purchase of the 
property for the purpose of a 
new library, but not if the sale 
hinges on any type of use 
restriction. 

The letter from Kane's attor- 
ney, however, states that no use 
restriction would be necessary 
for a successful sale 


“It is (Kane's) position that he 
would not insist upon any use or 
deed restriction, but would 
rather leave it to the town to 
determine the best use of the 
property considering the co: 
munity needs,” Attorney 
Gardiner wrote. “This would 
give the town more flexibility in 
its decision making with 
respect to the use of this prop- 
erty.” 

Caira will reach out to 


Attorney Gardiner shortly and 
will provide an update to select 
men at their next meeting 

For the past several years, 
residents of Wilmington have 
been split on how best to pro- 
ceed with plans to build a new 
library. A number of sites have 
been explored as possible new 
locations, as has the potential 
of expanding the existing struc- 
ture or even building a new 
library on its current site. 

In April of 2002, voters at 
‘Town Meeting approved an allo- 
cation of $550,000 to design a 
plan for a new library to be 
built at the site of the former 
Whitefield School in North 
Wilmington. The vote was later 
rescinded during a Special 
Town Meeting petitioned by a 
group supporting a new library 
to be located at the site of the 
former Swain School.

Soda, for starters, is no longer 
‘available at the school store during regular hours, but 
twater, milk and juices are. The school cafeteria now 
‘offers snacks that contain 30 percent or fewer calories 
‘from fat and 10 grams or less of sugar. Furthermore, the 
‘cafeteria is also making breakfast for students before 
‘classes begin and offering pre-made bag lunches com- 
‘prised of a sandwich, a piece of fruit, and a bottle of 
twater. 

: Last spring, the food services staff at Wilmington High

Dear Editor: 

Although I haven't lived in 
Wilmington for many years, the 
‘Town Crier has followed me to 
my many addresses in the 
decades since Captain Larz 
taught me to lay out a newspa- 
per with a wax roller and a 
razor blade, so I hope you will 
spare me a few column inches 
to explain one aspect of my 
support for John Kerry for 
president. 

I graduated from Wilmington 
High School in 1964. By 1968, 
like many of my classmates, 1 
was in Vietnam. I was assigned 
to the Navy Coastal 
Surveillance Center in Danang. 
The surveillance centers, along . 
with the Navy’s swift boats 
(PCF’s) and the Coast Guard’s 
WPB’s comprised Task Force 
115 which guarded the coast. 
Beginning in 1969, when Kerry 
arrived in country, the swift 
boats were also patrolling the 
rivers. 

I don’t claim to be a "Swiftie" 
because I wasn’t assigned to a 
swift boat crew. Other than 
one 24-hour patrol up to the 
DMZ and back, my daily con- 
tact with the boats was via 
radio and handing over code 
manuals to boat crews. But, 
with this as background, I want 
to make clear to all that the 
“Swift Boat Veterans for Truth” 
don’t speak for all “Swifties,” 
certainly not for the members 
of Kerry’s crews who have spo- 
ken out in his support, and not 
for many of the sailors I served 
with. 

We represented much 
the same range of political and 
social views you would find 
anywhere at home. Over the 
course of 1968 we witnessed life 
back in “the world” through let- 
ters from home, out-of-date 
issues of the Pacific Stars and 
Stripes, Time magazine, and, in 


my case, The Wilmington Town 
Crier. 


That year saw the Tet offen- 
sive, the assassinations of 
Martin Luther King and Bobby 
Kennedy, and the Chicago con- 
vention riots. It also saw the 
highest losses of our own 
troops in the war - 500 or more 
in a bad week, “only” a couple 
of hundred in a good week. 
Some of those losses were more 
personal than others—the crew 
of PCF 19 on the DMZ in June; 
a fellow WHS graduate defend- 
ing the embassy in Saigon; a 
sailor I’d trained with back at 
Little Creek. 

‘We all did what we were asked 
and more. But that doesn’t 
mean that we all agreed with 
the premise of the war or the 
way it was conducted. There 
were many lively debates on all 
night watches when things 
were slow. 

When I finished my time in 
the Navy and returned to 
UMass Boston there were 
many, many veterans wearing 
mixed combinations of old uni- 
forms and civilian clothes. 
Some of us also wore the button 
of the Vietnam Veterans 
Against the War. 

No one should confuse a 
determination to replace a 
civilian leadership that had run 
off the rails, with disloyalty to 
the country or lack of support 
for our friends and brothers 
who were still at war. Anyone 
who tries to discredit John 
Kerry’s military service or his 
service as an outspoken civil- 
ian when he returned home 
rights as civilians is why we 
have a military - or at least it 
is supposed to be.

As recently as June, Sarge, a 
Tewksbury resident, and his 
fellow MMA members enjoyed 
the signing into law of the sixth 
bill the group has filed in the 
last two legislative sessions. 

This most recent MMA bill to 
become law, Nelly’s Bill, is a 
major step toward protecting 
the safety of the 
Commonwealth’s ever growing 
motorcycle-riding population. 
The bill inserts a motorcycle 
safety and awareness module 
into the Auto Driver Training 
Course curriculum. It was 
signed by Governor Mitt 
Romney on June 10 as Chapter 
126 of the Acts of 2004 and will 
take effect in 90 days. 

The bill was filed in memory 
of Nelson Selig of Essex, who 
was killed in May of 2000 when 
a 19-year-old motorist crossed 
the center line of Route 133 in 
fpswich and struck Selig’s 
motorcycle head-on.

2001 that more than 273,000

new owner of the establish- 
ment, appeared before the 
board to apply for a new liquor 
license for the business. The 
public hearing was continued 
twice, once when it was found 
likely that the abutters had not 
been properly notified and a 
second time to determine 
unequivocally whether the 
establishment was at least 500 
feet from the nearest school. 

Abutters have been notified 
and Attorney Raymond 
Paczkowski, representing 
Proctor and his wife Linda, cer- 
tified the distance from the 
Louise Davy Trahan School to 
be 540 feet. 

The only remaining sticking 
point, in Town Counsel Charles 
Zaroulis’s legal opinion, rested 
in the matter of notice to the 
nearby United Methodist 
Church. Zaroulis found the lan- 
guage of the first notice sent by 
Paczkowski to the church to be 
unclear in informing the 
church how properly to oppose 
the granting of the license. The 
language of the second notice 
to be sent out was acceptable, 
but was not delivered in time to 
allow for the ten-day mandated 
period between notice and sub- 
sequent public hearing.

Medical Reserve seeking volunteers 


The Upper Merrimack Valley 
Medical Reserve Corps is seek- 
ing medical professionals, both 
practicing and retired, includ- 
ing physicians, nurses, EMT- 
basics and paramedics, den- 
tists, and pharmacists. Non- 
medical support providers are 
also invited. 

The Medical Reserve Corps is 
a- national initiative that was 
Jaunched in response to the 
events of September 11, 2001. 
The goal is to provide “surge 
protection” when local health 
agencies are overwhelmed in 
case of disaster. The first MRC 


units received federal grants in 
July 2002. Since then, 211 MRCs 
have been created across the 
United States, as far away as 
Alaska and the U.S. Virgin 
Islands. There are 11 MRCs in 
Massachusetts. 

The Upper Merrimack Valley 
MRC covers Billerica, 
Chelmsford, Dracut, Lowell, 
Tewksbury, Tyngsboro, and 
Westford. The lead agency for 
this initiative is the Westford 
Board of Health. The Upper 
Merrimack Valley MRC is 
being formed for three purpos- 
es: Public health emergencies, 


such as a hepatitis outbreak or 
flu pandemic; Mass casualty 
incidents, including natural dis- 
asters and terrorist attacks; 
and Community service pro- 
grams, such as public health 
education and medical support 
at local events. 

Four Information Sessions are 
scheduled over the next few 
weeks, where interested partic- 
ipants can learn how to get 
involved. One of those sessions 
will be held at the Tewksbury 
Town Hall Auditorium on 
Thursday, September 23, from 7 
to 9 p.m.

though, was direction on how to 
sing contemporary music.” 

That was a void Soderquist 
knew how to fill, Over the 
years she has trained with a 
number of renowned vocalists 
and musical educators and 
attended both the University of 
Massachusetts at Lowell and 
the Berklee School of Music. 
The former school provided her 
with a solid classical study and 
technique, while the latter 
afforded her with opportunities 
for contemporary music perfor- 
mances. 

It has been All About Buford, 
however, that has firmly plant- 
ed Soderquist in modern music. 
“Buford” is an all-vocal local 
band that’s won numerous 
awards, including one for “Best 
Female Vocalist” for 
Soderquist. The range of music 
mastered by “Buford” is end- 
less, stretching from jazz and 
funk to pop and rock and other 
genres from around the world. 

“We're able to create lots of 
interesting sounds vocally with 
just four people,” Soderquist 
says. “I think a lot of people 
are surprised when they hear 
us because we have a pretty big 
sound.” 


All About Buford also hosts 
The Big Fat Vocal Feast, an 
annual event produced by 
Soderquist that features the 
musical - - and comedic - - gifts 
of the local a cappella commu- 
nity. The event is routinely 
held at the Stoneham Theatre. 

“We’ve had some amazing 
performers coming in and the 
show just keeps getting better 
and better,” Soderquist says. 
“Next year will be the 4th annu- 
al show, and I’m hoping that it 
just continues to grow and build 
a devoted audience.” 

All of this experience, which 
has taken her from the class- 
rooms of college to the private 
counsel of local musicians to 
stages throughout the north- 
eastern United States, finds its 
way into Soderquist’s lessons. 

“A singer won’t approach a 
pop song the same way they 
would an aria, and neither 
would they approach a show 
tune the same way they would a 
jazz standard,” Soderquist says. 
“What I do in my lessons is 
teach technique and exercises 
that will improve the voice and 
keep it healthy and expand its 
range and improve breathing 
and support.

‘BILLERICA — Fourth and 
Tong i is normally not a situation 

wants to find itself in, 
but on Sunday afternoon at 
assidy Field, it seemed to be 
thé perfect situation for the 
Shawsheen Tech football team. 

The Rams converted three 
separate fourth and long plays, 
one of them for a touchdown, 
the other two leading to touch- 
downs, en route to a 33-6 win 
over Millis in a non-league con- 
test.

The first scoring drive of the 
game was similar to many Ram 
drives on the day, as they dom- 
inated time of possession all 
day long.

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Carla Maria Casagrande has a unique way of see- --—~ 


ing the world and the Winchester resident has the 
talent to share her vision through her international- 


ly acclaimed photography and artwork. As well, she

The German born Casagrande has been a student 
of art since her teen years when she studied at the 
Hamburg Fine Arts Academy and, through a twist of 
fate, at Cooper Union in New York City. Although 
both a fine artist and a photographer, she does not 
see a connection between the two talents. 

“Photography is with the eyes,” Casagrande 
explained. “Painting comes from a different area. It 


is more imagination.”

Germany and the rumors were 
flying in this country about the 
plight of the Jews in those 
countries.

“The School Committee 
and Superintendent Richard 
Palermo have announced 
that the schools are return- 
ing $286,406 to the Town from 
the Fiscal Year 2004 appro- 
priation,” notes the “North 
Reading Transcript.” 

“$103,000 is directly relat- 
ed to Special Education 
Circuit Breaker funds 
received from the State. 
These funds were allocated 
to communities after the 
beginning of the fiscal year 
and were not anticipated 
when the budget was formu- 
lated. The remaining $183,406 
is directly related to SPED 
out of district tuition and 
transportation expenses. 

“Our salary and expense 
spending was in line with our 
original projections,’ stated 
Susan Mazzarella, the 
school’s Budget Analyst. 
‘The differences between the 
appropriation and spending 
occurred in the area of 
Special Education, which is 
typically the most unpre- 
dictable area of the budget.’ 

“We implemented the 
budget that was approved by 
the April 2003 Town Meeting, 
as we committed we would. 
Some anticipated SPED out- 
of-district placements did not 
materialize and, again, as we 
committed, the funds allocat- 
ed for this purpose are being 
returned,’ commented 
Dorothy Presser, School 
Committee Chairman. ‘For 
the sake of all the students in 
our schools, we are pleased

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very exciting,” Casagrande 
ly built and since Hitler was so 
interested in architecture, it 
was very beautiful.” 

Casagrande spent most of 
her time in the swimming and 
diving arenas, as this was an 
area with very few photogra- 
phers covering it. Although she 
had the Leica, she was using a 
very slow speed film and is sur- 
prised, even today, with the 
clarity of the action shots she 
was able to catch. 

Some of her photos, which 
were recently displayed at 
Winchester’s “Art in August” 
program and can now be seen 
at the Boston Buckminster 
Hotel in Kenmore Square, show 
some of the gold medal divers 
in mid-air, as if they had 
stopped action just for her to 
take a particularly exciting 
shot. 

In other shots, she showed 
the world the behind the scenes 
action that took place at the 
Olympics. This included the 
need for racers to dig their own 
starting spots with shovels 
before each race and the judges 
lined up in a row, one in back of 
another on a rising beam at the 
finish lines, so that they each 
had the same angle to judge 
from. 

Casagrande also caught his- 
toric moments of Hitler and 
Goehring watching the games 
and four time gold medallist 
Jessie Owens participating in 
the different games. 

She recalled having to take 
the shots and then early in the 
morning, rushing into Berlin to 
have them developed and tak- 
ing the prints to the different 
publishers. The various photo 
editors would then purchase the 
shots they needed for their pub- 
lications and Casagrande would 
then rush back to the arena for 
more shots. 

Her work did not end with 
the Olympics. After they were 
over the steamship company 
that had sent her to England 
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Casagrande’s 


sent her on a trans-Atlantic 
cruise which took her to 
Madeira, the Azores, and then 
to South America where she 
traveled up the Amazon River 
and along the coast to Sao 
Paolo. 

“I was on the first big boat to 
travel up the Amazon River,” 
Casagrande said, as she 
recalled the natives, as much in 
awe of the boat, as she was of 
seeing their stilted huts. “It was 
very exciting.” 

It was after this period that 
she met her husband Leo, in 
1937. This occurred during a 
trip Hitler had arranged to 
show off the Autobahn, which 
had just been built, to the 
British. 

Casagrande was one of only 
two women on the trip, and she 
fell in love with the 
Massachusetts of Technology 
trained engineer. The couple 
were married for over 50 years 
and had five children before his 
death. 

Casagrande kept on with her 
photography during the war 
and traveled to such places as 
Latvia and Estonia before leav- 
ing the filed to care for her first 
two children. After the war, the 
family moved to the United 
States, where Leo became a 
professor at Harvard 
University. 

Casagrande went back to 
her artwork while raising her 
children and has produced 
some very beautiful studies of 
nature, One piece she has’ on 
display in her Winchester resi- 
dence is a scene she painted 
while on vacation in the Virgin 
Islands, where she also has a 
home. 

The scene is of a conch shell 
resting on a rock with the sea 
and the sky in the background. 
The colors are beautifully 
blended in a way that only
